tomobile traffic, it was announced of 
ficially today.

of the Federal Government for

crossing is secured and contracts can 
be let. 
The construction of this highway

Both bridges will be located at the

The Senate, by a vote of 54 to 
34 
asked 
immediate downward revision 
of the tariff. 
This action was taken 
on the resolution by Senator McMas- 
ters (Republican) of South 
Dakota 
The McMasters Resolution 
read 
in 
p ait, “ Many of the rates in the ex ist­ 
ing tariff schedules are excessive, and 
the Senate favors an immediate 
re ­ 
vision downward of such 
rates, 
es 
tahlishing a closer parity between a g ­ 
riculture and industry, believing 
it 
will result to the general benefit 
of 
all. 
Such tariff revision 
should 
he 
considered 
and enacted during 
the 
present session of C ongress”. 
On the vote, 12 Republicans joined 
with 40 Democrats and one Farm er- 
I^abor member, while two Democrats 
joined with 32 Republicans in o p p o s i ­ 
tion. 
Republican Senators who voted 
with the Democrats for tariff revision 
were: 
Blaine, 
Borah. 
Brookhart. 
Capper, Frazier, Howell, LaFollette 
M cM aster, Norbeck, Norris, Ney and 
Pine. 
Proceeding the vote in the Senate, 
there were several days of debate in 
the course of which Senator Borah 
Republican, stated his opposition 
to 
the so-called flexible provisions 
of 
the present law and added as to man} 
rate. “They are vicious and I would 
esteem it a privilege to vote for a bili 
repealing them. 
I am interested 
in 
this resolution”, he said, “ because 
it 
recites a principle th a t is of vital im ­ 
portance to the agricultural welfare 
of this country”. 
When the tariff reduction resolution 
reached the 
House, 
adm inistration 
leaders made a move to sink it w ith ­ 
out a trace. 
M inority Leader G arrett 
moved that the resolution be referred 
to the Com mittee on W ays and Means, 
as it is this com m ittee which fram es 
tax and revenue m easures. 
M ajority 
Leader Tilson, of Connecticut, made 
a point of order ag ain st the G arre tt 
motion and was sustained by Speaker 
Longworth. 
On an appeal made 
by 
G arre tt, the House by a vote o f 183 
to 164 sustained the speaker. 
The vote referred to was really 
expression for and against tariff 
vision. 
Those voting to sustain 
S peaker were opposed to carrying out 
the suggestion in the M cM aster’s R es­ 
olution that the tariff should be 
re ­ 
vised in order to help agriculture. Of 
the Dem ocrats voting, all except sev­ 
en, six of these from Ix>uisiana. voted 
for tariff revision as an aid to ag ricu l­ 
ture.

In spite of the fact that

According to 
these 
figures,

state spent $15,126,780.05 during the 
two years of 1925-1926 on 
nineteen 
■durational activities, 
not 
including 
expenditures from the funds collected 
by some of the institutions aside from 
their appropriations from the legis- 
'ature, nor tffat portion of the county 
foreign insurance tax, which goes to 
he aid of school districts to buy text 
>ooks. 
Education 
received 
$7,493,- 
•04.12 in 1925 and $7,032,882.53 
in 
1920. 
The data is issued in pamphlet 
form with charts showing the appor­ 
tionment to education in 
1901-1902, 
n 1913-1914 and in 1925-1920. 
It al- 
-o carries charts showing the increase 
n educational expenditures as 
com­ 
pared to 1901-1902, 
as 
well 
as 
to 
1913-1914, the first complete biennium 
orior to the World War. 


The tabulations were 
made 
from 
the reports of the various state audi­ 
tors for each biennium from 1901-1902 
to 1925-1926, 
inclusive.

truthfuly advertised,

spread to warant the National Bureau 
in m aking this survey with the 
co­ 
operation 
of its 
forty-two affiliated 
local Bureaus into cedar chest adver­ 
tising. 
W ith the findings of the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture as a back­ 
ground the definition of a “genuiae” 
cedar chest may be easily propound­

Mailhouse 
Burnham, 87 years old, were surpris­ 
ed to learn a few days ago that 
she 
had given birth, 
January 
10, to 
a 
daughter, whom 
she 
named 
Vera, 
meaning, “True.” 
Mrs. Burnham, 
daughter 
of 
Dr. 
Max Mailhouse of New Haven, has 
been a widow three years. 
Her hus­ 
band was Ixje S. Burnham, son of Is­ 
aac W. Bernheim of Louisville, Ky., a 
wealthy retired distiller. 
The hus­ 
band changed his name 
during 
the 
war. 
The 
widow’s 
marriage 
was 
childless. 
She has neither entered 
nor contemplates entering 
a second 
marriage. 
Inquiry by the 
New 
York 
W’orld 
discloses that the birth of 
Vera 
is 
more unconventional than these cir­ 
cumstances 
indicate. 
Between Mrs. 
Burnham and her baby’s father there 
was not the slightest suggestion 
of 
romance. 


It w u a union deliberately arrang­ 
ed to satisfy the woman’s desire 
to 
have a child and to permit her to care 
for and rearing it as a creditable con­ 
tribution to society. 


The father, whose name 
has

been disclosed, was selected, accord­ 
ing to a close relative of Mrs. Burn­ 
ham, as "a young man of good fam ­ 
ily and good character, with the pro­ 
per eugenic background”.

Its details have since been made 
known to all other close relatives, in­ 
cluding Dr. Mailhouse. and the fam ­ 
ily is described as “harmonious with 
the situation”. 
In arriving at this view, the moth­

Mr. Cox declared that revelations be­ 
tween now arid next Fall might make 
Republican corruption ¡n the adm ini­ 
stration of the Government the prin­ 
cipal issue of the campaign. 
“The story has never been told of 
how the Republican National Com­ 
m ette paid off its indebtedness 
for 
the 1920 cam paign” , ht" said. 
“ It is 
known tu a few persons and may yet 
be disclosed”. 
“ I believe Governor Smith will be 
nominated for President*', 
Governor 
Cox declared at 
the 
Sherry-Nether- 
land. 


“He must be nominated if the Dem-

dom of religious worship, and hold, as 
e did, that the way a man worships 
God constitutes no bar to public office.

Presidential candidate as is Governor 
Smith. 
“It h as been said that 
Governor 
Smith does not have 
the

iewpoint. 
Bear in mind that he has 
tuck strictly to his job.

tive and absorbing mind. 
The prin-

radual, Dr. M agrath 
said

ound the lungs of eight bodies 
on

ies. 
The presence of w ater in

hest cavities, he said, indicated that 
i m ixture of air and w ater had 
been 
ireathed for some time before death.

W ashington, January 20.—The Sen- 
\te ’s doors were definitely closed to- 
iay to Frank L. Smith, 
Republican 
enator-elect 
from 
Illinois. 
They 
vere doubly barred late yesterday by 
i 61 to 23 vote th at declared his seat 
aeant after the Senate for the second 
ime voted 56 to 27 against 
giving 
him the oath of office. 
The exclusion vote, 
which 
came 
if te r three days of debate, was 
on 
idoption 
of a 
special 
com m ittee’s 
resolution declaring 
his 
credentials 
ainted with “ fraud and corruption" 
because of his aeeptanee of primary 
•ampaign funds from Illinois public 
U tilities 
officials. 
The 
resolution’s 
specific charge against Smith 
was 
hat he was not eligible to member­ 
ship in the Senate because his 
cam ­ 
paign 
funds 
included 
more 
th^n 
$200,000 given by Samuel Insull 
Of 
Chicago, and other public utilities of­ 
ficials, some of whom were not 
res­ 
idents of that state. 
As the Senate established a preced­ 
ent by excluding Smith without first 
perm itting him to take the oath 
of 
office, the senator-elect found only the 
most rigid 
Republicans 
supporting 
his claim to a seat. 
Two Democrats 
jojined them, Blease of South Caro­ 
lina, and Stork of Iowa. 
The 21 
old 
iuard Republicans who 
voted 
for 
Smith included C urtis of Kansas, the 
m ajority leader, and Jones of W ash­ 
ington, the party whip. 
Thirty-nine 
Democrats and Shipstead 
of Minne­ 
sota. the Farm er-Labor member, vot­ 
ed to exclude Smith. 
As the situation stood today, with 
Illinois having only one representa­ 
tive in the Senate, some senators be­ 
lieved the way was open to Gov. Small 
of Illinois, to appoint another 
man, 
but Sm ith’s legal advisers contended 
that the governor could not. 
It has 
been assumed th at Smith would 
not

“In your December issue “A Fish­ 
erman” of Paris, Mo., asks why it is 
that on some days fish absolutely re­ 
fuse to bite. 
From my bass fishing 
experience 
let me say that bass are real 
glut­ 
tons. On certain days bass will strike 
most anything ami everything 
that 
gets close to him. A four pound bass 
that I caught at Macoupia. 111., had 
eight shad in his stomach that meas­ 
ured seven inches long. 
At Havana, III., a five pound bass 
which I was particular anxious 
to 
know why he had such an 
abnormal 
pouch, contained at least twenty-five 
crawfish, besides a cat fish ten inch­ 
es long and a small turtle two inches 
round. 
At San Antonio, Texas, a four lb. 
bass had his stomach full of ten small 
six-inch bass. 
After I showed 
the 
members of this club the contents of 
this bass, they immediately replen­ 
ished their lake with 5000 
minnows 
from nearby creeks. 
At Iron Mountain Lake, Mo., a five 
pound bass had seven sun fish meas 
uring five inches in his storage pouch. 
On several occasions on the 
Piney 
and Black Rivers where bass could not 
take flies or artificial bait, live min­ 
nows were placed all around them and 
no attem pt was made by any of 
the 
bass nearby to swallow 
them. 
One 
could see through the clear water a 
depth ranging from seven to ten feet 
These incidents proves that a bass 
will fill his stomach to the very lim 
it, then he will lie dormant for days 
and no bait will lure him.

they are truthfuly advertised, 
the 
popular belief that cedar cheats offer 
moth protection is sufficiently 
wide 
spread to warant the National Bureau 
in making this survey with the 
co­ 
operation 
of its 
forty-two affiliated 
local Bureaus into cedar chest adver­ 
tising. 
With the findiage of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture as a back­ 
ground the definition of a “genuine 
eedar chest may be easily propound­ 
ed and coupled with the work of the 
National Bureau in tha 
advertising 
field a barrier of fact in the industry 
may be erected. 
The report of 
the 
Department of Agriculture follows: 
“Experiments 
have 
demonstrated 
the value of chests made of red cedar 
Juniperus Virginiana. 
However, 
to 
be effective these chests must contain 
in the body at least 70 per cent 
of 
three-quarter inch red cedar lumber. 
‘‘The attention of 
the

is 
tailed to the fact that chests made of 
neutral woods lined with a red eedar 
veneer are not 
genuine 
red 
eedar 
chests and cannot be depended upon 
to kill clothes 
moths. 
Experiments 


have proven that clothes moths 
can 
dsvslop from the egg, 
through

worm or larval stage, to 
the 
adult 
moth in cheeta lined with red cedar ,' 
veneer.
